Dr.  Duke  K.  Mc- 
Call  and  traveled 
by  automobile 
through  the  coun- 
HUPI^IIHI  try-side  from  town 
to  town  and  visited  in  the  home  of 
German  people.  We  not  only  saw  the 
bombed  cities,  but  we  saw  a  crushed 
people. 

Destnictlveneas  of  War 
When  one  visits  the  cities  of  Eu¬ 
rope.  he  gets  a  conception  of  the  de¬ 
structiveness  of  war  that  even  his 
Imagination  cannot  grasp.  Even  In 
the  light  of  what  has  happened  we 
have  no  way  of  anticipating  the  dis¬ 
aster  and  the  doom  of  smother  war. 
We  know  that  we  now  have  lethal  in¬ 
struments  of  warfare  that  mean  de¬ 
struction  beyond  anything  we  have 
ever  known. 

One  cannot  visit  Enrope  without 
getting  the  impression  that  another 
war  is  inevitable.  Regardless  of  how 
optimistic  one  may  be,  regardless  of 
how  repulsive  the  thought  of  another 
war,  the  cold  facts  of  human  nature, 
as  they  are  now  operating  in  human 
relations  in  Europe,  lead  ns  to  know 
that  depraved  human  beings  left  alone 
are  utterly  incapable  of  solving  their 
problems  and  working  out  ways  of 
peace.

earth.  Once  some  were  published  at 
financial  loss.  Some  made  a  slender 
margin  of  profit.  The  number  of  sub¬ 
scribers  has  been  s  shame  rather  than 
an  honor  to  our  denomination.  Baptist 
life  has  been  enriched  by  splendors 
of  thought,  by  Information  In  facts 
and  figures,  by  arguments  that  pro¬ 
voke  thought  and  prayer  and  humi¬ 
lity.  by  horizon- scanning  prophecies, 
by  being  antidotes  and  offsets  to  evils, 
fostering  an  atmosphere  of  world- 
vision.  by  comfortingly  emphasizing  in 
this  scientific  age  the  truth  that  God 
was  before  there  was  an  election  or 
a  world,  by  being  watchmen  who  tell 
us  of  the  night  and  speak  also  of  the 
morning  —  helping  us  to  see  that  the 
only  way  to  be  truly  practical  Is  to  be 
truly  spliituaL 

Increased  Circulation 

I  think  of  the  sinful  satisfaction 
many  have  as  to  the  circulation  of 
and  the  number  of  subscribers  to  our 
BapiLst  papers  —  ably  edited,  full, 
from  title  pages  to  last  lines,  of  things 
our  people  need  to  know. 

We  talk  of  the  “without"  of  heathen¬ 
ism  —  of  the  unevangelised  who  are 
folk  without  a  Bible,  without  prayer, 
without  hymns.  The  heathen  have 
rulers  without  justice,  homes  without 
peace,  marriage  without  sanctity, 
yonth  without  ideals,  children  with- 
ont  parity  and  innocence,  mothers 
without  wisdom  and  seM-control,  po¬ 
verty  without  relief,  sickness  without 
remedy,  death  without  hope.  Sad  sit¬ 
uation  this — among  the  unevaageUsed 
in  our  Sonthland  —  when  we  have  so 
many  bomco  without  the  denomina¬ 
tional  paper,  and  so  many  indifferent 
to  its  necessity  and  worth. 

So  I  make  a  pica  that  we  make  sol¬ 
emn  vows  to  begin  now  and  greatly 
increase  the  circulation  of  our  Bap¬ 
tist  papers  betw'cen  now  an(l  the  meet¬ 
ing  of  all  our  State  Conventions.  Then 
will  the  truths  our  Baptist  editors 
write  have  wider  reach  and,  having 
wider  reach,  jx-odsce  more  fruit  to  the

Pastor  Thompson  promised  to 
rush  the  money  to  Clarke. 

When  told  that  the  house  would  be 
built  by  the  opening  of  the  school  ses¬ 
sion  both  the  Vaughns  wept  for  Joy. 
When  they  saw  the  famiture  Mrs. 
Vanghn  eried  again  for  they  needed  it 
so  badly. 

Before  leaving  their  home  that  day 
for  Clarke  College,  the  Vaughns  and 
their  pastor.  Rev.  R.  P.  Rust,  had 
prayed  that  they  somehow  could  move 
to  Clarke.  The  pastor  told  them  a  way 
would  be  found  if  they  had  faith.

No  nation  can  be  stronger  than 
the  home.  The  oldest  religious  in¬ 
stitution  is  the  home.  The  home 
was  established  before  the  taber¬ 
nacle,  the  temple  or  the  church.

They  preached  the  cospel.  led  multl- 
tudec  to  Christ,  established  churches, 
pastored  churches,  ministered  unto 
their  people,  and  carried  on  In  a  sac¬ 
rificial  manner.  Few  of  them  ever  had 
an  Income  adequate  to  meet  eren  their 
daily  needs. 

Most  of  these  men  senred  In  a  day 
before  Southern  Baptists  provided  a 
retirement  plan  whereby  the  preacher, 
his  church  and  the  denomination  to¬ 
gether  could  provide  for  a  retirement 
Income  when  old  age  came.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  old  age  did  come  to  them  even  as 
unto  others,  and  the  day  came  when 
they  could  no  longer  serve  tl^ 
churches. 

Through  the  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board  we  have  sought  to  give  help  to 
every  worthy  case.  Today  the  relief 
checks  go  out  regularly  each  quarter 
to  the  more  than  fourteen  hundred 
beneficiaries  on  our  rolls.  However,  the 
average  grant  Is  less  than  $15.00  per 
month  for  the  minister  and  less  than 
$10,00  per  month  to  the  widow.  This 
is  pitifully  small  In  a  day  when  costs 
of  living  are  so  high,  but  It  Is  all 
that  the  Board  can  do  until  Southern 
Baptists  greatly  increase  tlfclr  of¬ 
ferings  to  this  cause. 

As  chairman  of  the  Aged  Relief 
Committee  of  our  Convention  I  rejoice 
as  I  think  of  the  happiness  and  bless¬ 
ing  that  It  will  bring.  I  thank  God  for

A  good  man,  his  wife,  and  daughter, 
and  a  cousin  were  drlvtog  down  high¬ 
way  51  a  few  weeks  ago  when  they 
observed  a  car  approaching  swerving 
treat  one  side  of  the  highway  to  the 
other.  They  drove  off  the  highway 
and  stopped  their  ear  for  safety.  ’The 
drunk  rah 'Into  their  car,  killed  the 
and  his  wife,  seriously  injured 
their  daughter,  and  broke  the  other 
lady’s  neck— she  Is  still  In  a  cast.  The 
wreckiees '  driver  was  drinking  beer. 
He  Is  charged  with  manslaughter.  Re¬ 
member  the  beer  crowd  would  have  us 
believe  that  beer  Is  the  drink  of  mo¬ 
deration.  Let  me  ask  you  to  ponder 
this  (juesUon:  Who  Is  guilty  of  this 
ruthless  daughter  on  our  highways 
and  elsewhere  caused  by  beer,  wine 
gin,  and  whiskey?  No,,  not  only  the 
driver  or  the  person  who  actually 
commits  the  crime.  In  the  cases  men¬ 
tioned  the  driver  will  perhaps  be  the 


only  ones  to  answer  before  the  courts
